Son Kills Father Defending Mother. 


Fighting in*defense of his mother 
when she was attacked and beaten by 
his father. Edward Garton, a livery­ 
man in Vineland, N. J., Henry Garton 
twenty-one years old, killed hi« father 
by plunging a paring knife into his 
throat.

of charges that the decree dissolving 
the trust has been volated. The govern 
ment, it was added, had not decided 
whether or not it would proceed on 
the question of the violation of the de 
cree, which would involve contempt 
proceedings. 
The question was con 
sidered under the criminal feature oi 
the Sherman law by the Texas grand 
jury. 


Contempt proceedings would have tc 
be undertaken directly before a fed 
eral court. Such action is beyond the 
function ot a grand jury. 
The indict­ 
ment, it is pointed out, will not bar 
the government from prosecuting fot 
contempt of court in case that course 
is considered desirable. Officials oi the 
department of justice believed, it wai 
declared, that the initial move in tin 
case should bo made through a gran ‘ 
jury, and then if it developed that an 
Indictment did not promise to satibf> 
the law’s demands, they could resori 
to contempt proceedings as well. 


The special grand jury which re 
turned the Indictment had been work 
ing on the case since last Tuesday 
when it was convened to consider the 
government’s 
allegations 
and 
evi 
dence. The celerity with which it con 
eluded the inquiry surprised official* 
in Washington. 


A fight between Standard Oil inter 
ests and tho Waters-Pierce Oil com 
pany, now pending in the federal court 
at St.* Louis, involves the faithfulness

decree of dissolution.

One of the most astonishing objects 
in the heavens Is the great nebula in 
the constellation Andromeda, which Is 
visible as a misty speck to the naked 
eye. It has long puzzled astronomers 
because, while its structure—a series 
of vast rings surrounding 
a central 
mass—suggests *a gaseous 
constitu­ 
tion, its spectrum is continuous, re­ 
sembling that of the sun. It has been 
suggested that it may be composed of 
stars constituting a universe exterual 
to ours. Studies of its parallax, how­ 
ever, indicate that it is nearer to us 
than some of the\ well-known stars, 
such as Capella;, and Gore, the Eng­ 
lish astronomer, points out that if the 
Andromeda nebula wore assumed to 
be an external universe, having a di­ 
ameter comparable with that of the 
milky way, Its mass would be forty mil­ 
lion million million times the mass of 
the sun. This is regarded as incredible 
and so may be taken as an additional 
argument in favor of the view that 
this nebula is a member of our sys­ 
tem.—Harper’s Weekly.

H O R R IB LÈ SM ELL. 


It Tastes Like a Rich Buttery Cu* 
tard Flavored With Almonds— 
Large as Man's Head and Cov­ 
ered With Sharp Spinets 


Tho east furnishes in tho durian, 
one of the strangest of fruits. 
It 
has been called “the king of fruits, 
as the orange is the 
queen,” 
but 
there are many who entertain no lik­ 
ing for it. 


There is this difficulty about the 
durian, its consumption presents the 
same obstacle to enjoyment 
as 
a 
ripe cheese. 
To eat a durian one 
must first 
overcome 
his 
sense of 
smell. 
The odor of the durian sug­ 
gests Limburger cheese, onion sauce, 
brown sherry and other incongruities. 
It has also been compared to the 
smell of a limekiln in full operation. 


The Malays are excessively fond of 
the fruit, and those Europeans whose 
sense of smell is not 
overdelicate 
contend that the durian is like rich 
buttery custard 
flavored 
with 
al­ 
monds.

“life” of a dollar bill of the new size 
will be much longer than that of one 
of the present series. 
Requiring the 
less fold to be stowed away conve­ 
niently in a pocketboolc or bill-fold of 
the ordinary size, it wrill last at least 
one-third longer in circulation, accord­ 
ing to the estimate of 
treasury 
of­ 
ficials. 
Consequently theve 
will 
bo 
fewer notes to be redeemed as unfit 
for future use and tho force of the 
redemption division in this city can 
be cut down sufficiently to save some 
$50,000 a year in salaries. 


When it is considered that it costs 
the government one cent to print a 
paper dollar and put it into circula­ 
tion, the importance of prolonging its 
“life” becomes manifest. Fortunatoly, 
the treasury has had an opportunity 
to make some advance tests, as they 
might be termed 
of 
the 
smaller 
money. 
All* the paper money of the 
Philippines (which has replaced the 
old Spanish notes) has been printed 
at the bureau of engraving and print­ 
ing in this city. 
It is of exactly the 
size now proposed for our own green­ 
backs and certificates—six by two and 
a half inches. Up to date It has proved 
eatisfactory in all respects. 


The new paper money will be small 
enough to be carried flat—i. e., with­ 
out folding—in a pocketboolc of mod­ 
erate size. 
It will also be very much 
easier to handle. 
Experiments made 
with bank clerks and tellers in this 
city recently have shown that 
the 
small notes do not cramp the fingers 
as do the old ones. 
They have also 
the additional advantage that banks 
can store In their vaults 25 per cent 
more of them within a given space. 


The only objecion to the new de­ 
parture seems to be that for some 
time there will be two sizes in cir­ 
culation, 
But this difficulty is to be 
obviated as far as possible by pre­ 
paring in advance large quantities of 
the small notes, which, on a given 
date, will be changed for the big ones 
at subtreasuries and other large 
fi­ 
nancial Institutions throughout 
the 
country. 
By this means it is hoped 
that all the “large” bills will be col­ 
lected within two months after the 
small ones are put into circulation 
and that this plan will obviate the 
confusion which would probably re­ 
sult from the two sizes of bills being 
In circulation at one and the same 
time. 


In addition to changing the size of 
the bills it is also planned to redlce 
the nineteen designs now on the cur­ 
rency to nine, using the same portrait 
on 
one 
denomination 
throughout. 
Thus, the $1 bill, whether 
treasury 
note, bank note 
or certificate, 
will 
bear the head of Washington in the 
center of Its face. Its holder will thus 
know the denomination without look­ 
ing at the figures and 
cashiers 
of 
banks and others who handle great 
quantities of money will be enabled 
thereby to detect counterfeits more 
jeadily,

In the Drawbaugh timepiece, which 
stands about six feet high and is un­ 
like all other clocks, the pendulum is 
the motor. 
It is suspended on an

The pendulum weighs about 
45 pounds. Its central rod terminates 
midway between the ball and the 
point of suspension, where there is an 
ordinary, permanent magnet.

permanent magnet, is an electro mag­ 
net, the wire of which runs into the 
ground, the earth becoming the bat­ 
tery feeding the electro magnet. 
• When the pendulum is swung away 
from the perpendicular the opposite 
pole of the magnets first attract and 
then repel, thus keeping up the oscil« 
lation. 


A remarkable feature of the clock 
is that there are only four bearings 
that are subjected to friction.

newed. 


In making the clock ready for work 
it is necessary to dig a hole in the 
earth about three feet in diameter and 
six feet in depth. 
Metal 
plates 
are 
placed so that moisture cannot enter 
into the mechanism of the clock, and 
the timepiece can be so run that it 
will not gain or lose two seconds in a 
year.

Grenfell Mission Scored Fcr 
Bad Management. 


Bad management of the thousands 
of dollars donated to them annually, 
misappropriation of funds, the divert 
Ing of pro.perty of a charitable insti- 
tution to private use, the evasion oi 
customs duty and the reiSting of their 
hospital ships and launches for pleas- 
ure cruises or commercial purposes, 
are charges made against some of the 
men promoting the Labrador mission 
of Dr. Wilfred T. Grenfell. 


Investigation brought about through 
numerous complaints from without tlie 
organixation and criticism from with u 
have been prosecuted by the Grenfell 
Association of America, and the re- 
port of the situation will be submitted 
to the corporate body by A. B. Ash- 
down, of the New York branch. 


Mr. Ashdown made his investigation 
and saw many things on the suriace 
that led him to believe there was at 
least good ground for severe criti- 
cism. 


No blame attaches to Dr. Grenfell, 
but all is placed upon a careless me- 
thod of bookkeeping and lack of sys 
tematic supervision. Several of the co- 
operative stores established 
by Dr. 
Greniell to sell food and supplies to 
the Impoverished fishermen at a fair 
price were compelled to shut down. 
Eight food stations have^een built by 
Dr, Grenfell, but this summer only 
thi'ee of them were In operation, two 
in northern Newfoundland at St. An- 
thony's and Flower's Cove, and one in 
Labrador at Red Bay, 


Owing to the business policy at the 
other five places the persons living 
at the ports had been cojnpelled to 
receive aid from the government. New- 
foundland sent $10,000 worth of sup- 
plies, while Dr. Grenfell himself 
is 
reported to have lost personally more 
than 125,000 In the enterprise.

Rats* For Rural Carrier«, 


By authority conferred by the post 
office approplratlon bill, Postniastei 
General Hitchcock increased the salar 
les of rural letter carriers on standard 
routes from tlOOO to IllOO a year, 
thus affecting 30,000 men. with pro- 
portionate Increase to carriers on the 
shorter routes. The order will become 
effective Sept. 30. 


This will mean an iaoreased dis- 
bursement of $4,000,000 a year. 
It Is 
the second salary advance for rural 
carriers made In the last four years. 


At the close of the last fiscal year, 
on June 30, there were 42,031 rural 
mall carriers, the aggregate pay being 
140,655,740. When the rural delivery 
system .was Instituted sixteen years 
ago 
eighty-three 
carriers were em- 
ployed at an annual cost of 114,800. 
the maximum 
Individual pay 
being 
|200 a year. 


The Increase provides the rural car- 
riers adequate compensation for the 
additional burdens to be Imposed by 
the parcels post system, effective on 
Jan. 1.

It has long puzzled astronomer! 
because, while its structure—a series 
of vast rings surrounding 
a central 
mass—suggests "^a gaseous 
constitu- 
tion, Its spectrum is continuous, re- 
sembling that of the sun. 
It has been 
suggested that It may be composed of 
stars constituting a universe external 
to ours. 
Studies of Its parallax, how- 
ever, indicate that it is nearer to us 
than some of t h e , well-known 
stars, 
such as Capella;, and Gore, the Eng- 
lish astronomer, points out that if the 
Andromeda nebula wore assumed to 
be an external universe, having a di- 
ameter comparable with that of the 
milky way. Its mass would be forty mil- 
lion million million times the mass of 
the sun. This is regarded as incredible 
and so may be taken as an additional 
argument In favor of the view that 
this nebula is a member of our sys- 
tem.—Harper's Weekly.

New Currency Can Then Be 
Carried 
In a Pocket Book Without Fold. 
Ing—Only 
Objection Is

Size« of Money.

Washington.—Despite tho fact that 
tho rise In the cost of living within 
recent years maJcos 
a dollar 
look 
»mailer to most of us than It did a 
decade ago, tho treasury department 
has decided to make the bills smaller 
than they are at present—not 
the 
purchasing power of the currency, hut 
tlie size of the bills themselves. 


It has been decided that the paper 
money of today Is too largo for con- 
venient handling. 
A dollar bill is now 
over threo inches wide 
and 
a 
little 
over eight and one-quarter inches long. 
It is to be cut down to six by two 
and. one-half 
inches. 
Tho 
treasury 
thinks that this reduced size of tho 
currency will bo vastly easier to han- 
dle and It-is certain that it will mean 
a largo annual saving on Uncle Sam's 
expense bills for paper. 


The economy on paper alone 
(for 
240,000,000 bills issued per 
annum) 
will amount 
to 
87,000. 
Then 
Uiere 
will be an increased output 
of 
at 
least 25 per cent for a given amount 
of labor at the bureau of engraving 
and printing 
where 
all 
the 
paper 
money is manufactured. 
This 
gain, 
carried through all tho processes of 
printing, examining, counting, drying, 
numbering, etc.. will in itself repre- 
sent more than $200,000 a year. 


The notes being smaller, less en- 
graving will be required for the plates 
from which they are printed. 
Less 
ink will be used—an item more im- 
portant than one might imagine. 
Tak- 
ing other items into 
account 
it is 
reckoned that the total saving to the 
government by reducing the size of 
paper money will' be In the 
neigh- 
borhood of $615,000 per annum. 


In addition, It Is expected that the 
"life" of a dollar bill of the new size 
will be much longer than that of one 
of the present series. 
Requiring the 
less fold to be stowed away 
conve- 
niently in a pocketbook or bill-fold oi 
the ordinary size, it will last at least 
one-third longer in circulation, accord- 
ing to the estimate of 
treasury 
of- 
ficials, 
Consequently theve 
will 
be 
fewer notes to be redeemed as unflt 
for future use and tho force of the 
redemption division In this city can 
be cut down sufficiently to save some 
$50,000 a year in salaries. 


When it is considered that it costs 
the government one cent to print a 
paper dollar and put It Into circula- 
tion. the importance of prolonging its 
"life" becomes manifest. 
Fortunately, 
the treasury has had an opportunity 
to make some advance tests, as they 
might be termed 
of 
the 
smaller 
money. 
All'the paper money of the 
Philippines 
(which has replaced the 
old Spanish notes) has been printed 
at the bureau of engraving and print- 
ing in this city. 
It is of exactly the 
size now proposed for our own green- 
backs and certificates—six by two and 
a half inches. Up to date it has proved 
Batisfactory in all respects. 


The new paper money will be small 
enough to be carried flat—i. e., with- 
out folding—in a pocketbook of mod- 
erate size. 
It will also be very much 
easier to handle. 
Experiments made 
with bank clerks and tellers in this 
city recently have shown that 
the 
small notes do not cramp the 
fingers 
as do the old ones. 
They have also 
the additional advantage that banks 
can store In their vaults 25 per cent 
more of them within a given space. 


The only objecion to the new de- 
parture seems to be that for 
some 
time there will be two sizes in cir- 
culation, 
But this difficulty is to be 
obviated as far as possible by pre- 
paring in advance largo quantities of 
the small notes, which, on a given 
date, will be changed for the big ones 
at subtreasurles and other large 
fi- 
nancial 
institutions 
throughout 
the 
country. 
By this means It Is hoped 
that all tho "large" bills will be col- 
lected within two months after 
the 
small 
ones are put Into 
circulation 
and that this plan will obviate the 
confusion which would probably 
re- 
sult from the two sizes of bills being 
in circulation at one and the same 
time. 


In addition to changing the size of 
the bills it Is also planned to redtce 
the nineteen designs now on the cur- 
rency to nine, using the same portrait 
on 
one 
denomination 
throughout. 
Thus, the $1 bill, whether 
treasury 
note, bank note 
or certificate, 
will 
bear the head of Washington in the 
center of Its face. 
Its holder will thus 
know the denomination without look- 
ing at the figures and 
cashiers 
of 
banks and others who handle great 
quantities of money will be enabled 
thereby 
to detect 
counterfeits 
more 
readily.

he camo to Washington ho worked on 
tho extension of the Capitol. 
He set 
the second cornersione of the Wash- 
ington monument in 18S0 under direc- 
tion of Col. 
Thomas Lincoln Casey. 
He personally set every stone in the 
exterior walls of the monument and 
supervised the setting of all the in- 
terior stones. 
He was familiar with 
its construction In Qvery detail, and a

granted to one Thomas Neale. master 
of the mint, constituted him the first ' 
postmaster general of America. Nealo 
delegated tho task of establishing a 
postal 
service In the wilderness 
of 
tho new world to a versatile, energetic j 
Scotchman, Andrew Hamilton. 
Ham- 
ilton's 
first 
service, a weekly 
post, 
was from Portsmouth, N. H., to Bos- 
ton. Saybrook, 
New York, 
Philadel- 
phia, Maryland and Virginia, though 
the service was dependent to a large 
degree upon 
the weather. 
The 
re- 
ceipts of the postoffice of New York 
city during the year 1(193 were .-GGl. 
Then England bought it back in 1707, 
paying Nealo for his 
grant 
£1.664. 
One hundred 
years 
ago 
the 
wholo 
country had only 2,300 postoffices, as 
against 59,580 in 1910. 
The total re- 
ceipts In the earlier year were ?551,- 
694. 
Since then they have been mul- 
tiplied more than 400 times'to reach 
tho $224,128,657 of 1910. 
And it was 
on July 26, 1775, that the postoffice 
department was really established, al- 
though It was then very much like it 
is now. ) 


At a moment when an 
admiring 
world echoes with the achievements of 
one Itahan electrical Inventor, there 
passes from the earth In deepest ob- 
scurity another Italian to whom the 
arts and sciences are also under obli- 
gation, and the contrast is dramatic, 
the Scientific American remarks.

then nothing happened! 
But 
when 
the celebrated Gramme dynamo with 
Its ring armature arrested univ<»i:iial 
attention, seven years later, the unob- 
trusive professor dug up his treatise 
and his machine and showed beyond a 
doubt he was entitled to the credit of 
tho discovery, altliough he lacked th6 
essential driving power to turn it into 
a device useful to mankind. 


There perhaps lies the lesson of h!i 
career. Wo need physical discoverjea 
and reverse those who seek the truth 
for its own sake. 
But mankind with 
keen Instinct saves its warmest 
ac- 
claim for those who also make discov- 
eries of some a v a i r i n adding to the 
length of life, its Joy, Its possibilities 
and it5 conveniences.

operate under the guidance of latent 
electrical forces in the earth. 
Time 
has shown that Drawbaugh has come 
closer to perpetual motion than any 
other Inventor. 


In the Drawbaugh timepiece, which 
stands about six feet high and is un- 
like all other clocks, the pendulum Is 
the motor. 
It is suspended on an 
edged pivot of hardened 
steel, 
the 
frictfon thus being reduced to a mini- 
mum. 
The pendulum weighs about 
45 pounds. Its central rod terminates 
midway between the ball and the 
point of suspension, where there is an 
ordinary, permanent magnet.

permanent magiiet, is an electro mag- 
net, the wire of which runs into the 
ground, the earth becoming the bat- 
tery feeding the electro magnet. 
• When the pendulum is swung away 
from the perpendicular the opposite 
pole of the magnets first attract and 
then repel, thus keeping up the oscil- 
lation. 


A remarkable feature of the clock 
is that there are only four bearings 
that are subjected to friction. 


Drawbaugh

fore any part would have to 
be 
re- 
newed. 


In making the clock ready for work 
it is necessary to dig a hole in the 
earth about three feet in diameter and 
six feet In depth. 
Metal 
plates 
are 
placed so that moisture cannot enter 
into the mechanism of the clock, and 
the timepiece can be so run that it 
will not gain or lose two seconds in a 
year.
